WASHINGTON, March 2.—Presl- 
dent Roosevelt today asked Con- 
eress to revive the Hawes-Cutting 
Philippine independence law with 
an amendment for relinauishment 
of the military base when the 
islands become independent and 
provisions for “ultimate settlement” 
of the disposition of the naval 
bases. 

The Hawes-Cutting legislation, 
passed a year ago by Congress, au- 
tomatically lapsed early this year 
by failure of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment to accept it. It provided 
for independence within 12 or 14 
years, 

It also provided that the United 
States would retain the option of 
keeping certain military and naval 
bases in the islands after independ- 
ence. Roosevelt proposed that the 
military bases be relinquished si- 
multaneous with independence.

The President’s Message. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: : 

“To the Congress: 

“Over a third of a century ago 
the United States as a result of 
2war which had its origin in the 
Caribbean Sea acquired sovereignty 
over the Philippine Islands, which 
lie many thousands of miles from 
our shores across the. widest of 
oceans. 

“Our nation covets no territory; 
it desires to hold no people over 
whom it has gained sovereignty 
through war against their will 

“In keeping with the principles of 
justice and in keeping with our tra- 
citions and aims, our Government 
for many years has been committed 
by law to ultimate independence for 
the people of the Philippine  Is- 
lands whenever they should estab- 
lish a suitable government capable 
of maintaining that independence. 

Law Passed Year Ago. 

“A law passed by the Seventy- 
cond Congress over a year ago 
the initial step, providing the 
conditions and circum- 
ces under which our promise 
to be fulfilled. That act pro- 
ided that the Unite@ States would 
retain the option of keeping certain 
military and naval bases in the is-

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 2.—Fred 
J. Paddock, Mayor of Phoenix, was 
arrested last night on a Federal in- 
dictment charging income tax eva- 
sion. 

There were three specific counts 
against Mayor Paddock, two of 
“attempting to evade and defeat” 
the income tax of 1930 and 1931 and 
one of failure to mae a return at 
the proper time. Paddock posted 
$5000 bond and was released. 


DOLLAR UNCHANGED IN LONDON 


Closes at $5.073%, to Pound; Declines 
in Paris. 


LONDON, March 2,—The United 
States dollars closed today at yes- 
terday’s last quotation, $5.07% to 
the pound, after a narrowly fluc- 
tuating market session. Gold val- 
ued at £225, ($1,143,000) was of- 
fered on the open market but met 
a lessened demand at a price re- 
duced 6 pence to 136 shillings, 7 
pence ($34.71) a fine ounce.

Practicing Physician Here 
for 30 Years Jumps Off 
Back Porch at 625 South 
Skinker Road. 


CONCERNED ABOUT | 
HEALTH OF WIFE 


Doctor Makes Professional 
Call at Apartment, Leaves 
and Walks Down Hall to 
Rear, Ends Life. 


Dr. Ernst Jonas, a practicing 
physician in St. Louis for more 
than 30 years, killed himself short- 
ly before noon today by jumping 
from a fire escape balcony on the 
top floor of the 17-story apartment 
building at 625 South Skinker 
boulevard. He was 61 years old. 

In his medical kit, left on the bal- 


cony, police found an unsigned note 
in pencil, written on a prescrip- 
tion blank. It read: “I feel wor- 
ried for my dear wife and my 
family.” 

Dr. Jonas, police learned, was 
concerned about the health of his 
wife, a daughter of the late Dr. 
Herman Tuholske, noted surgeon, 
and feared that his relatives in 
Germany were subject to persecu- 
tion under the Hitler Government. 

Events Preceding Tragedy. 

Dr. Jonas had called at the 
apartment house to visit Mrs. 
Henry R. Weisels, wife of a real es- 
tate dealer, and a family friend of 
long standing. Mrs. Weisels said 
Dr. Jonas had been very depressed, 
and spoke of his misgivings for his 
relatives in Germany. She’ had 
sought to cheer him, she said, by 
reading to him a letter from her 
daughter, written on a visit to Ger- 
many, and he appeared to be ¢ 


‘ 
Just after leaving the Weisels 
apartment, Dr. Jonas stood for a 
time in the hall, as if uncertain of 
what to do. Mrs. Velma Cox, man- 
ager of the apartment, passed him, 
and inquired for whom he was 
looking. He replied that he was 
making a call on Mrs. Weisels, and 
again rang her bell. 
Turning then, after Mrs. Cox had 
left him, he walked back to the fire 
escape. Mrs. Rose Trautman, maid 
employed by Mrs. Weisels, respond- 
in to the summons of the 
doorbell, saw him climb over the 
iron railing around the balcony. 
Mrs. Trautman called to James 
Wood, Negro chauffeur for Mr. and 
Mrs. Weisels, who ran to the bal- 
cony and sought to grab Dr. Jonas 
before he fell. The chauffeur man-

the doctor let go, but was unable 
to hold on. Dr. Jonas fell to a 
concrete surface in the rear of the 
apartment. He was killed instantly. 

Dr. P. D. Stahl, office associate 
of Dr. Jonas, was called, and di- 
rected the removal of his body to 
the Mayer urdertaking establish- 
ment, 4356 Lindell boulevard. Dr. 
Jonas’ wife was attending a meet- 
ing, and could not be reached im- 
mediately to be told of his death. 

Formerly at Jewish Hospital. 

Dr. Jonas was formerly a member 
of the Jewish Hospital staff. He 
was a native of Germany, and in 
1913, the year before the World War 
began, he was designated by the 
German Government as a militarv 
physician, to pass on the physical 
fitness of young men in the United 
States, who had retained German 
citizenship and were eligible for 
service in the Gefman army. 

Dr. Jonas did not obtain Amer- 
ican citizenship until 1924. Ho ap- 
plied for naturalization in 1921, but 
Federal Judge Dyer refused hi¢ 
application, on a showing by nat- 
uralization officers that, in war-' 
time, Dr. Jonas had claimed excmp- 
tion from military service as an 
enemy alien. The ruling was not 
affected by the fact that Dr. Jonas 
had later offered his services in the 
Médical Corps. 

When Dr. Jonas and Miss Tvhol- 
ske were married, Dr. Tuhclske, 
who then had his office at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Locust street, 
bought the stone cottage of FEob- 
ert S. Brookings, on Locust a few 
doors east of Jefferson, and guve it 
to his daughter. Dr. and Mrs. 
Jonas made their first home in the 
cottage, which had become well 
known as Brookings’ bactclor 
abode. : 

Dr. Jonas’ residence in recert 
years was at 1159 Hampton drive, 
Richmond Heights, and his office 
was at 543 North Taylor avenue.

Wynekoop, testifying in her trial 
charged with the murder of her 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Rheta Wyne- 
koop, today repudiated her “con- 
fession,” and testified she made it 
on the assurance of police that her 
son, Earle, would be released. 

Told Son Confessed. 

After the noon recess Smith 
asked Dr. Wynekoop to tell about 
her meeting with Dr. Harry R. 
Hoffman, Cook County psychiatrist, 
at the police station. 

“Did he say anything about be- 
ing your friend?” “He said in ef- 
fect, ‘I'm your friend. I’m here to 
help you’.” 

“Did he say to you that Earle 
had confessed.” “Yes.” 

“What did you say:” “I said ‘Oh, 
no, I don’t believe that.’ He _ re- 
plied, ‘Oh, yes, he has come' through 
and feels better.”

“Words to that effect. He said, 
‘Now, you tell your story. You'll 
feel better just as Earle does and he

Denies the Story She Told. 

Dr. Wynekoop told the jury, in a 
half dozen answers, that the “con- 
fession” was entirely the brainchild 
of her police interrogators. 

That “story” of Rheta’s death, 
she said, was suggested to her by 
Assistant State’s Attorney John M. 
Long, who reminded her, she said, 
that “anesthetics are mighty 
treacherous.” 

But she resisted making the 
statement, she said, telling the au- 
thorities: “I can’t do it because 
I didn’t do it.” 

She quoted the Assistant State’s 
Attorney as saying, “Couldn’t you 
say you gave Rheta an anesthetic 
to perform a minor operation?” 

To this, she said, she at first an- 
swered, “She didn’t need an opera- 
tion, an@ I never gave an anes- 
thetic alone in my life.” 

“They told me,” he said, “that 
‘the worst I'd be guilty of, if I 
made the statement they suggest- 


ment.” 

“I neither shot nor chloroformed 
Rheta,” she said emphatically. 

She then was turned over to the 
State for cross-examination.

LONDON, March 2.—Commander 
Oliver Stillingfleet Locker-Lamp- 
son, member of Parliament, who 


Spent several years in Russia dur- 
ing the war, took the stand today 
in Princess Irene Youssoupoff’s $2,- 
000,000 libel suit’\ against Méetro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures, Ltd., and 
testified he was “actually invited” 
to help kill the monk Rasputin. 

The courtroom overflowed with 
spectators, including many women 
prominent in society, who had been 
attracted by the gruesome accounts 
of the monk’s death in 1916, details 
of which have constituted much of 
the last two days’ testimony. 

Locker-Lampson, son of Freder- 
ick Locker, the poet, and holder of 
various Parliamentary offices, was 
a defense witness. He testified that 
he had been “puzzled by the con- 
ditions of this case” and went last 
night to see the film, “Rasputin and 
the Empress,” on which the suit is 
based, “with an absolutely open 
mind.” 

Locker-Lampson’s Testimony. 

Although he said he knew by 
sight both Princess Youssoupoff 
and her husband, Prince Felix, he 
told the Court he did not think 
either of them was portrayed in the 
movie. 

The witness was near the end of 
cross-examination by Sir Patrick 
Hastings, attorney for the Princess, 
when he was as‘sed, “What has the 
case to do with you?” 

“I served in Russia,” Locker- 
Lampson replied. “I have an inter- 
est in fair play and right. I was 
actually acquainted not only with 
Rasputin himself, but with Purish- 
kevitch (Viadimir M. Purishke- 
vitch, leader of the Duma and one 
of the slayers) and others. I was 
actually invited by Purishkevitch 
to murder Rasputin.” 

Locker-Lampson’s testimony, in- 
dicating that the conspirators were 
willing to employ the aid of for- 
eigners, was in contrast to previ- 
ous statements by Prince Youssou- 
poff that he planned Rasputin’s 
death when he learned that the 
monk intended to turn traitor to 
Russia and seize the throne for 
himself. 


Adventures in Petrograd. 


Beginning his testimony, Locker- 
Lampson—who last summer provid- 
ed a haven for Prof. Albert Ein- 
stein when the scientist fled from 
Belgium after German Nazi threats 
—said he was partly responsible 
for recruiting an armored car force 
which went to Russia during the 
war. 

“I got back to Petrograd when 
the revolution broke out,” he testi- 
fied. “I was besieged in my hotel 
there.”) Then he told how he met 
the Czar and served as a fighter 
under Grand Duke Nicholas. 

“Was it arranged,” broke in Sir 
William Jowitt, defense counsel, 
“that you should evacuate the royal 
family?” 

Locker-Lampson replied: “We

Hastings Assails Witness. 

Counsel for the plaintiff inter- 
rupted Locker-Lampson’s revelation 
of Purishkevitch's invitation with: 
“You haven’t come here merely to 
tell us that, have you?” and then, 
without waiting for the witness to 
reply, added: “You will be in the 
papers even more prominently now 
than as a member of Parliament.”

SHARP DROP IN FEDERAL 
SPENDING DURING FEBRUARY 


Decline From $980,000,0@9 in Janu- 
ary to $635,000,000 Last 
Month.

WASHINGTON; March 2.—Feb- 
ruary put a sharp brake on. the 
Government’s huge spending pro~- 
gram and further lessened the prob- 
ability of a $7,000,000,000 deficit by 
the end of June. 

The steady upward trend in 
spending, which began last July 
with outlays of $270,970,000 for the 
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ruary for the first time, to 
321,855. Most of the decline was in 
emergency expenditures, which in 
January were $808,000,000 and in 
February only $447,000,000. 

By shifting the gold profit of 
$2,208,221,000 on dollar devaluation 
from the classification of general 
réceipts, the surplus which Tre.- 
sury books had shown during Feb- 
ruary was wiped out, and a deficit 
of -$2,352,170,239 appeared. This» 
compared with the deficit on the 
corresponding day last year of $2,- 
096,387,589. :

Wife-Murderer Who Slashed 
Wrists Dies in Electric Chair 
in Indiana Prison.

= ley Edwards of Mitchell, Ind., 
who murdered his wife last July, 
was put to death in the electric 
chair in State prison here at 12:05 
a.m. today. He was 39 years old. 

A few hours earlier Edwards 
tried to commit suicide, but prison 
doctors saved him for formal exe- 
cution. He slashed his wrists with 
a piece of lens from his broken eye- 
glasses. He had lost much blood 
when guards found him on the 
floor of his cell. “I want to die 
this way,” he pleaded. “I can’t 
stand the thought of going to the 
chair, don’t save me for that.” But 
doctors stanched the flow of blood 
and another prisoner was found 
who was willing to give a pint 
for a transfusion. 

Edwards walked to the execution 
chamber steadily. 

Edwards hoped for a commuta- 
tion of sentence. His 18-year-old 
stepson, Clarence Head, had begged 
the Governor to stop the execution. 
The Governor declined to interfere.

Roosevelt Says We Must 
Be Ready to Bargain if 
Farms and Industry Are 
to Get Their Share of 
World Trade.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Pres 


ident Roosevelt today asked Con- 
gress for authority to modify tariff 
rates in negotiating commercial 
agreements with other nations. ° 
“I am requesting the Congress to 
authorize the executive,” said the 
President in a message, “to enter 
into executive commercial agree- 
ments with foreign nations; and in 
pursuance thereof within carefully 
guarded limits to modify existing 
duties and import restrictions in 
such a way as will benefit Amer- 
ican agriculture and industry.” 
The President discussed at length 
the reasons for asking such power, 
First, he said, world trade has 
declined to approximately 70 per 
cent of its 1929 volume. Second, oth- 
er governments to an increasing 
extent are “winning their share of 
international trade by negotiating 
reciprocal trade agreements.”

The hearing already had brought 
out the dealings of Ernest W. 
Smoot, son of the former Senator 
from Utah, with Government. de- 
partments for airline and other 
concerns while holding a post with 
a Senate committee. 

Hanshue said Kahn did traffic 
work in San Francisco for West- 
ern Air and was in Washington a 
relatively short time doing political 
work. 
An “Amused Observer.”

— A 
new license for milk producers in 
the St. Louis area was signed last 
night by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace.

25, Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials state “that the normal price 
is virtually unchanged.” 

The license was made public to- 
day and becomes effective at once. 
It provides lower rates for pro- 
ducers on their Class 1 and Class 
3 milk, but these decreases are off- 
set by an increase in the Class 2 
rate, a reduction of country station 
charges and a broader base rating 
for producers.

McNutt. Since then, however, about 
half of this number have promised 
to abide by the rules and their priv- 
lleges have been restored. 

Coy said some minor 
damage occurred in the disturbance 
last week and that a search of a'l 
cells was made. A number of 
knives and other hand-made weap- 
ons were found. 

There are 2200 inmates in the 
reformatory which is equipped tv 
handle only 1200, Coy said.

“The policy of: easy tolerance, 
which has permitted package liquor 
stores to flourish; and has allowed 
eoft drink and 3.2 per cent beer 
venders to sel] hard liquor without 
restraint, will be out, of date when 
the city puts its retailers’ licenses 
on the market, 

The ordinance in its final form, 
and the state law, declare that 
liquor in the original package shall 
be sold only by drug stores, cigar 
stores, grocery, general merchan- 
dise, delicatessen or confectionery 
stores, and that such placgs must 
carry a stock of goods, aside from 
liquor and fixtures, worth at least 
$1500. Some of the downtown pack- 
age liquor places do not meet this 
requirement, having nothing ° but 
liquor in stock. It will be the task 
of the police to put these places 
out of business, so that the quali- 
fied dealers who take out city 
licenses may not have unlicensed 
competition.

Mrs. Sanger herself, at the head 
of a large group of persons favor- 
ing birth control, went before the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee yes- 
terday with a pjlea that parents 
be permitted to consult their phy- 
sicians on control of family size. 
The subcommittee hearing was 
held in connection with the Hast- 
ings bill to permit dissemination of 
birth control information. : 

Families Limited by Finances. 

“The depression is bringing a 
swift finish to the battle,” Mrs. 
Sanger said today. “People are be- 
ginning to realize that families 
should only include the number of 
children which the family purse 
can afford under decent circum- 
stances. ; 

“Opinion is swinging toward birth 
control all over the world. The 
United States is a long way behind 
most of Europe, where only France! 
and Italy still forbid information. 
Holland and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries long have made use of such 
information. Right now we are 
hearing a great deal about women 
going back to home and children 
in both Germany and Italy. The 
dictators demand it. But the statis- 
tics tell an interesting story. 

“Italy, Germany and Japan—over 
all of which hang rumors of war, 
and the need for more men for 
armies—have had dropping birth 
rates since 1928. Except for Aus- 
tralia, these countries have seen 
the greatest drops in birth rates of 
any civilized countries.” 

Mrs. Sanger says the figures she 
quotes were taken from the na- 
tion’s vital statistics and from 
charts made by a large American 
insurance company. They show 
the following birth rates per thou- 
sand population:

Oliver M. W. Sprague said last 
night “I am less critical of the ad- 
ministration than I am of most 
business leaders * * * who 
haven’t enough intelligence and 
foresight to exercise their power 
for the profit and benefit of the 
community.” 
Sprague, who opposed the admin- 
istration’s monetary policy and re- 
signed as Treasury adviser, ad- 
dressed a dinner of the Brown 
University Club. 

“We shall get out of the depres- 
sion,” he said, “only if business is 
sufficiently enterprising and will- 
ing to assume risks, so that we 
shall absorb an increasing number 
of wage-earners. Then we shall 
succeed despite the faulty policies 
of NRA, AAA and CWA.” 
Reasserting opposition to admin- 
istration monetary policies, he said 
dollar revaluation was in part the 
cause of quickening of trade. He 
ascribed this to greater confidence 
in the dollar itself, “but not to the 
figure at which it was revalued, 
Pwhich undoubtedly is an underval- 
uation.”

A Specimen Working Day. 

The President gets to his desk 
in the executive office for. official 
business about 11 o’clock. He may 
begin his engagements for the day 
on time but he. never keeps - to 
schedule except when he has to 
catch a train or make a speech. 

Once in his office he goes right 
on until 6 or 7 o’clock, invariably 
eating lunch from a tray on the 
desk, whith he shares with the 
luncheon guest of the day. 

Formal dinners are less frequent 
Mr. Roosevelt doesn’t 
like them. He doesn’t like formal 
dress. 

Nights vary at the White House. 
There are occasional motion pic- 
ture shows, as in the days of Pres- 
idents Coolidge and Hoover. There 
are almost always house guests, 
usually’ friends of the family. 


Sometimes business is resumed 
at night conferences. The President 
retires between 11 and 12 o’clock 
end usually reads before ae 
out the light. 

Dictates Own Speeches. 


Mr. Roosevelt puts off writing 
a speech until the last possible mo- 
ment. His addresses are rarely 
longer than 20 minutes and he has 
established a record in the brevity 
of his messages to Congress—also 


sent. 

He dictates his own speeches and 
messages and rarely changes them 
once they are on paper, although 
he often interpolates as he reads 
them. 

Informality extends to his offi- 
cial correspondence. The other day 
he addressed Speaker Rainey in a 
letter on the bonus as “Dear Henry” 
and signed it, “F. D. R.” His let- 
ters accepting the resignations of 
Secretary Woodin and Raymond 


and “Dear Ray.” 


Mr. Roosevelt surprised newspa- 
per men by establishing open press 
conferences, allowing a direct ex- 
change of questions and answers. 
He seems to like to give and take 
of these examinations and ‘here 
again “kidding” is mingled with the 
serious business of the hour. 


He has submitted to press inter- 
views on his schooner fog-bound in 
Lakeman’s. Bay, Maine; in his 
dusty automobile on a roadside in 


private car; and at a luncheon ta- 
ble in the open air of a CCC camp 
on a Virginia mountain. 


A Busy Year. 


It has been a busy year—the 
banking holiday, a special session 
of Congress, abanuonment of the 
gold standard, establishment of the 
NRA and the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the London 
ecomonic conference and war debts 
negotiations, the establishment of 
a new monetary system and many 
others. 


Dr. R. T. McIntire, the White 
House physician, pronouncing Mr. 
Roosevelt in “fine shape,” said to- 
day: “As a matter of fact, it has 
been a healthy year for the whole 
White House family. Even the 
Roosevelt grandchildren have had 
scarcely any ailments. There is no 
question in my mind that President 
Roosevelt is better today, in a gen- 
eral’ physical way, than he was 
when I first saw him in March of 
last year. He has gone through the 
year in fine shape. The reason for 
it, I think, and the best thing about 
it, is his general attitude on life— 
a cheerful, optimistic outlook, never 
expecting trouble.”

JDOLLFUSS ABOLISHES 
CONSTITUTION OF AUSTRIA, 
TO RULE BY “NATURAL LAW” 


State’s Right to Preserve Itself at All Costs 
Advanced as Justification for Action 


—Armistice with Nazis Reported.

VIENNA, March 2.—For the first 


time since Chancellor Engelbert |~ 
Dollfuss shelved Parliament one 
year ago, the Government today 
frankly cast aside the Constitution 
and let is be known it is ruling by

Hecht emphasized, (the words were 
double-spaced on page 1 of the of- 
ficial gazette) “has its roots in nat- 
ural Jaw and stands above the con- 
stitution. , 

“The energetic statesmen heading 
the government will, of course, have 
greater respect for natural law 
than for a written constitution and 
—despite their legal responsibility 
—will risk personal ruin rather than 
permit the ruination of the state.”

And it may be that the Buddhas, like the Bourbons, 
never learn. After the dizzy climb of the boom mar 
ket, and the nose-dive into Avernus, it does seem 
as if the New York Stock Exchange, or its board 
of governors, or those “glorified gamblers,” the floor 
traders, who, some say, really run the show—it does 
seem as if ordinary prudence would have persuaded 
them to have forsworn some of the most abusive 
practices in the black art of fleecing that credulous | 
legion, otherwise known as the innocent investor. 
No chastening light has delivered them from temp- 
tation. 

One of the meanest, though efficient, devices for 
fleecing the public is the pool, operated in collusion 
with the specialist. Some of our notable financiers, 
as we have learned, got a lot richer by that kind of 
maneuvering back in those golden days when every- 
one was getting rich. The marketeers are still at it. 
Anyhow, they were at it as late as last July, when 
they staged this glittering tableau, as told by the 
New York Evening Post: 

Within a week, the price of American Commer- 
cial Alcohol stock was pushed from 40% to 89%. 
In this operation, as the records show, the spe- 
cialist’s transactions constituted a substantial 
part of the total sales. In the words of a section 
just made public of the report of Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund on security markets, “The demand and 
supply for, as well as the activity in, this stock 
certainly centered in the specialist during those 
few days.” Itadds: “That many of these trades 
were in essence ‘matched’ or ‘wash,’ made for 
the purpose of creating activity with its resultant 
higher prices, appears indisputable.” 
Mr. Whitney talks solemnly about a “free market 

for securities,” but his gravity, in the face of the 
plundering, devious facts, strikes the average man 
as pompous sophistry. The undeniable truth is that 
the stock exchangefnot as operated, but as manipu- 
lated, has been a gigantic gambling hell, in which 
a small percentage of its activities has been the 
legitimate buying or selling of securities. 

That hell may not be extinguished, but it is going 
to be tamped down, and the Government will do it. 
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A SEA SERPENT DEBUNKED. 

Few scientists are so dogmatic as to say there are 
no sea serpents extant, and can be none. The chief 
obstatlie to definite conclusions about the species, 
however, has been that none of the reported mon- 
sters hold still long enough for close examination. 
The accounts, differ as they may in descriptive de- 
tails, coincide on one point: the gigantic creature 
flashed above the waves for an instant, and then— 
splash!—was gone. There seemed a chance to study 
one of them in a state of quiescence yesterday, 
when a “strange monster” was washed up on a beach 
near Cherbourg. It was about 25 feet long, four and 
a half feet around, and had, averred the fisherfolk; 
a head like a camel, a neck like a horse, and a long 
tail. Under a naturalist’s cool scrutiny, however, the 
thing became nothing more supernatural than a de- 
ceased bottle-nosed whale. 

Other sea monsters, reported from time to time, 
have proved to be schools of porpoises, swimming in 
single file, or flocks of sea fowl flying near the sur- 
face, or large masses of sea weed, or ribbon fishes, 
or basking sharks, or giant squids. Maybe there are 
weird creatures swimming in Loch Ness and in the 
oceans. After the debunking of the Cherbourg mon- 
ster, however, we are from Missouri more positively 
than ever, and shall not change our position until 
one of the things stands still long enough for Ber- 
tillon measurements. 
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IN WHICH TYRANNY GETS WALLOPED. 

They say that Soviet Russia has imposed a worse 
tyranny over the people than the Romanoffs. They 
add that in Russia men are mice. We have evidence 
to the contrary. We report that Russians, if not cap 
tains of their souls, retain an inalienable right to 
wear whiskers, may successfully revolt if said whisk- 
ers are threatened and have, as a matter of fact, 
brought the grim figures in the Kremlin to their 
knees on this vital issue. 

One Ivan Vosko, sanitary inspector in Leningrad, 
contemplating with disdain the matted beavers of 
men in his district, ordered them removed. When 
he was met with refusal, he threatened their owners 
with loss of jobs and eviction from living quarters 
and, in some instances, actually dragged them to bar- 
ber shops, and watched while their treasured beards 
were whacked off.

He is chairman of the dominating Fi- 
nance Committee, where he labors ceaselessly for 
high tariffs for his Woolen and sugar mills, and 
for low income taxes for himself and the Mormon 
Church. Over a period of many years, he has built 
up a dynasty of officeholders in the capital so 
extensive that it, rivals that of the President. . 
Small wonder that Ernest, watching Apostle Reed’s 

marvelous way of causing the Government to work 
for his personal interests, should follow his example. 
MANNA FOR THE BIRDS. 

The St. Louis Humane Society is paying an old 
debt—one that goes back something like 2700 years. 
The ravens brought bread and flesh to Elijah when 
food was unobtainable in Gilead, and now the Hu- 
mane Society has, for the second time this winter, 
sent. an airplane out over St. Louis County to scatter 
food for the birds. Yesterday 500 pounds of grain 
were dropped on fields whose heavy covering of 
snow still shut off the natural food sources of the 
many birds which have remained through the winter. 

How many varieties there are in this section now 
can be judged from the report of a Southern Illinois 
observer who, in a short walk near Mt. Vernon, noted 
no less than 18 kinds, including meadow larks; mock- 
ing birds, flickers, sapsuckers, cardinals, mourning 
doves, chickadees, brown wrens, red headed wood- 
peckers and robins (43 of the latter!). The old idea 
that all the birds go South each fall is like the popu- 
lar notion that it takes a frost to color the leaves.

America has been all too negligent of its historic 
sites, and the restoration of Williamsburg, Va., now 
nearing completion, should serve to remind other re- 
gions of their forgotten treasures.

She handed Margery a match 
and, unabashed by Kleig lights, 
news reel cameras, mothers, or the 
presence of the President's wife, 
she calmly lighted the 22 candles 
on another cake, symbolizing the 
twenty-second anniversary of the 
Camp Fire Girls. 

Many Similar Celebrations. 
Most of the 250,000 Camp Fire 
Girls of the country were gathered 
at similar celebrations—at teas in 
the Middle West and lunches in the 
far West, so they could hear Mrs. 
Roosevelt talk over the radio.

ROCHESTER, Minn., March 2.—

here show that man is the “wéaker 
sex.”

ant than woman. Using this infor- 
mation as a basis, Dr. E. V. Allen 
and associates of the clinic studied 
300,000 cages by checking the find- 
ings. 

‘Many will take exception to this 
statement,” Dr. Allen said. “They 
will say that football players, track 
men, wrestlers and those who ex- 
cel in feats of strength and endur- 
ance are almost uniformly males. 
But, physical prowess is but the 
outward habiliment of physical su- 
periority. A quality much better 
reflected is ability to withstand 
disease.” 


Comparison of Sickness. 

The fact is, Dr. Allen said, that 
men are more frequently victims 
of diseases of the digestive tract, 
the lugs, kidneys and brain, and 
functional diseases than are women. 

He admits that women may be 
sick more often than men, but says 
their ailments are of lesser degree. 
Women are most commonly affect- 
ed with nervous disorders and dis- 
eases, and cases of varicous veins 
and heart ailments. 

Among reasons for the “inferior- 
ity” of men Dr. Allen ists over- 
work, alcoholism, “tobacco heart,” 
industrial hazards and irregular 
habits of sleeping and eating. 

Virtually every community, he 
says, shows more widows than wi- 
dowers. 

More Men Died of Influenza. 

The report shows that during the 
influenza epidemic several years 
ago more women than men were 
affected, but that the disease caused 
more deaths among men than 
among women. 

In the matter of infant mortal- 
ity Dr. Allen says Federal census 
figures for 1929 show that 129 males 
died to every 100 females under 
one year of age, and that 122 male 
deaths occurred for every 100 fe- 
males among children five years

Lay the apple 
slices in close even rows to cover 
the cake. Sprinkle the remainder 
of the cinnamon and sugar over the 
apples and dot with butter. Sprin- 
klie the finely chopped nutmeats 
over the top, Bake in a moderate 
oven for 45 minutes. 


FRENCH PANCAKES

In tall city blocks on shaded 
streets, there is never enough sun- 
shine for the children, even in

windows will not do, nor sunshine 
through city smoke, for glass and 
smoke cut off the ultra-violet rays 
of the sun: Those the most 
important rays ‘they pro- 
duce a chemical ch in the skin 
when they shine directly upon it— 
a change in a substance called 
ergosterol which is in the skin. 
That change produces vitamin D 
which is something the child must 
have if his bones and teeth are to 
grow and develop as they should. 
Milk and vitamin D are twin re- 
quirements for the child—milk to 
furnish the bone-making materials, 
calcium and phosphorus, and vita- 
man D to enable the body to use 
those materials as it should. With- 
out milk and vitamin D, children 
are likely to have rickets, a disease 
which may cripple them for life, 
and which at best leaves them 
with weakened or crooked bones. 

Fortunately for the children who 
do not get enough sunshine, cod-

therefore, with plenty of milk each 
day, it will prevent rickets. As a 
matter of fact, doctors have been 


‘prescribing it for this and other 


purposes for nearly a hundred years 
—long before vitamins were heard 
of. Now, we know that it is the 
vitamin D in cod-liver oil that was 
preventing rickets. And that cod- 
liver ofl is one of the richest sources 
of another vitamin—the very im- 
portant vitamin A, needed by ev- 
erybody, but especially needed by 
children. 

Many doctors and nutritionists 
look upon cod-liver oil as a food. 
They advise mothers to give it to 
children asa part of their regular 
diet, every day from earliest baby» 
hood tntil they go to school, at 
least. A dose now and then, or @ 
series of doses for a short time, is 
not enough. The regularity counts 
—just as with any food. 

Vitamin A in Vegetables. 

Au the green and yellow vegeta- 
bles and some of the fruits con- 
tain vitamin A, but only a few of 
the common foods contain vitamin 
D—egg yolk and fish particularly. 
The oily meat of the red and pink 
salmon is a good source of vitamin 
D. Herring and sardines, too—but 
to depend upon fish for vitamin D 
would mean eating fish everyday, 
which few children would do. So

adult may possibly get too much 
vitamin D. 

To supply the calcium and phos- 
phorus the child needs, milk is the 
best source, but for children and 
adults alike there are other sources 
that can be drawn upon in addition. 
For calcium, green leafy vegetables 
are the best source next to milk— 
spinach, especially, though nearly 
all the common greens are good. 
For phosphorus, meat, eggs and 
fish, beans, peas, whole wheat and 
other whole grains are all good 
sources. 

For the child, then, milk every 
day the year round and cod-liver 
oll every day throughout the win- 
ter at Jeast—a quart of milk anad 
two to four teaspoons of cod-liver 
oil. Sunbaths, too, if possible. For 
the rest of us, if we have milk and 
cheése and greens often, with eggs, 
salmon, herring or sardines to turn 
to as we may, we can probably get 
the calcium and phosphorus and 
vitamin D we need to keep our. 
bones and teeth in order. In these 
foods we get vitamin A also.

by Gene, but it was Gene who gave 
merit to the songs, rather than the 


songs that made Gene. For a period 
of 15 years he was the city’s favor- 
ite orchestral entertainer, and even 
after he went East for more exten- 
sive honors seven years before his 
death last Tuesday, he retained a 
large share of interest, and many a 
radio listener tuned in on his broad- 
casts. 

The “Ragtime Paderewski” was 
the affectionate nickname bestowed 
upon him by his fellow St. Louis- 
ans, partly because he was among 
the very first, as a mere youth, to 
take up the new ragtime syncopa- 
tion, but mostly because he was a 
really capable musician, a pianist 
who could play classical compusi- 
tions in competition with the best 
of them, but who had an inherent 
ability with ragtime. 

When Gene started out on his mu- 
sical career, he had no more idea of 
becoming a master of syncopation 
than of being an acrobat. He want- 
ed to be a second Paderewski, 
not a “Ragtime Paderewski,” and 
his early musical training was de- 
voted to that ambition. But finan- 
cial needs and natural aptitude for 
ragtime changed his career. 

His musical bent came from his 
father,-Dr. Henry Rodemich, a St. 
Louis ‘dentist, who was a capable 
violinist. Gene, however, preferred 
the piano, and began to study when 
a mere child. His ability was so 
pronounced that Louis Hammer- 
stein, formerly organist at Temple 
Israel, became interested, and took 
him in charge. For eight years 
Hammerstein instructed him on the 
piano and organ, and in counter- 
point and harmony. His teacher 
predicted that Gene had a great 
career before him as a concert 
pianist. 


OUNG RODEMICH early dis- 
Y riayea a gift which is both rare 

and valuable among musicians, a 
sense of absolute pitch, which may 
have contributed largely to his 
later facility for varying composi- 
tions to a ragtime beat. And he 
learned, during his days of instruc- 
tion, most of the grand operas and 
the works of classical composers.

| thee make eating worth while. 

And since eating is practically a 
habit with everybody, why not 
make it as pleasant as possible? 
Consider the many kinds of mod- 
ern kitchen utensils and labor-sav- 
ing devices. A lot of cooking gad- 
gets have been invented since the 
sunbonnet days of the-’80s.. Some- 
body sat up nights figuring « way 
out of the potato-péeling evil, There 
are plain and fancy molds for ev- 
erything from fish mousse to aspic

boiling vegetables, .Or iron skillets 
for frying purposes. Kitchenware 
had to be heavy and long-suffering, 
because most of the cooking was 
done over the family fireplace. It 
was all very: picturesque, to be sure. 


was no fun. 

Enter aluminum utensils, light 
and servicable. In a never-ending 
line march. vegetable cutters for 
garnishing, cookie and sandwich 


moulds, cornbread sticks and pat- 
ties and muffin and pop-over pans. 
According to Mrs. Gladys T. Lang, 
well-known St. Louls hostess . and 
menu-maker, these contrivances are 
a necessary part of any woman’s 
kitchen. “I don’t call it an ex- 
travagance,” she said, “to have all 
these little gadgets. They make 
food look attractive and appetizing. 
Meals should be carefully cooked 
and effectively arranged.” 

When Mrs. Lang travels she fre- 
quently goes to the chef and in- 
quires about any unusual dish that 
comes her way. She shops around 
for different ideas that will cause a 
sensation at her own dinners. This 
explains the wooden butter moulds. 
They are individual moulds repre- 
senting a swan, a squirrel and a 
flower. When you come face to 
face with one of them during a 
meal, you feel it’s a sacrilege to eat 
it. “The butter should be fairly soft 
before pressed in the moulds,” Mrs. 
Lang demonstrated as she talked, 
“and then they should be put in a 
jar of ice water to keep the butter 
firm. If these are made the day be- 
fore, they will always be successful 
...and it’s no trouble to prepare 
them.” 

A small steel invention turns out 
potato curls that look like wood 
shavings. As a garnishing for meat 
dishes, potato curls are distinctive 
and tasty. No one can ‘say, “What!

French-fried potatoes again!” You 
must remember to soak the curls 
in ice water, then dry them and 
fry a crisp brown in hot lard. 
They're nice for buffet suppers, too. 

Creole sweetbreads baked in glass 
moulds make a fine display. Also 
note the individual moulds for 
chiffon pie or tarts. And now that 
we're speaking of moulds, have you 
seen the large ones for baking and 
steaming? If. your family has a 
weakness for steamed puddings, 
here is your chance to make such 
puddings quickly and easily. Of 
course, there are cake moulds of 
all sizes. 

What about white turnips? Have 
you ever used them as garnishing? 
Well, slice a tdrnip very thin, take 
a pair of scissors and cut flowers 
or anything you like. Then Mrs. 
Lang puts a piece of yellow carrot 
through the center. Sometimes she 
substitutes a ripe olive. When the 
turnip slices are placed in cold 


water, the ends curl tp like real 


flowers. 


OST of Mrs. Lang’s dinners 
consist of “hy request” dishes. 

»™ Noted for her black bean soup 
and desserts. of every description 
(that’s where these gadgets come 
in handy), she belives the modern 
woman doesn’t put her heart and 
soul into cooking. “It takes a long 
time to prepare food the right way,” 
she said. “I usually need a couple 
of days to make my soups, and at 
least a whole day for roast meats.” 

Careful seasoning (so that no one 
taste is predominant) is an import- 
ant point in cooking. Mrs. Lang 
thinks it’s a good idea to stock your 
shelves with sauces. They’re not 
expensive in the long run because 
they last such a long time. She has 
an emergency shelf which is for- 
aged when the unexpected guest 
makes his appearance. Here she 
stocks canned soups, caviare, sar- 
dines. It is seldom she has to go 
into this shelf, for she is adept at 
making a delicious meal from left- 
overs. 

About four years ago Mrs. Lang 
put most of her recipes into a cook- 
book, which much to her surprise, 
sold into the thousands. Last 
month she issued a new book called 
“More Recipes.” It is a known 
fact that a cookbook is the most 
difficult to get hold of at the pub- 
lic library. This might indicate 
that women are paying more at- 


tention to cooking and the new 
utensils with which to cook.

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True Prevention 
Of Rickets Begins 
With the Mother

HE connection between rickets 
T ana maternal mortality is sim- 

ply this: ad 
; appreciable number ef ma- 
ternity cases ‘which are difficult 
to deliver and which require the 
application of instruments or sur- 
gical procedures, such es a Caesa- 
rean operation, arise from the fact 
that the case has a misshapen and 
narrowed pelvis, 

Such a pelvis most commonly is 
due to rickets, in turn,the result of 
malnutrition in early life, 

While rickets is of importance In 
both the male ard female, it hus 
an extra significance in the case of 
the female, and, since methods of 
preventing rickets are known, there 
is no reason why every female 
child should not be so protected 
that when she, in adulthood, under- 
takes the function of childbearing, 
she may do so without the added 
risks arising out of a deformed 
pelvis, j 

The true prevention of rickets 
begins even before the child is born. 
It has been shown that if the preg- 
nant woman does not consume a 
proper diet, even the unborn child 
may develop rickets. 

This condition is rare, but what 
‘ig more significant is that defec- 
tive feeding of the mother durtug 
her pregnancy: tends to increase 
the liability of the offspring to the 
development of rickets after it is 
born. 

In pregnancy an unbalanced diet 
with perhaps a high meat content 
and with an excessive amount of 
bread and cereal is one of the fun- 
damental nutritional causes of 
trouble. 

Rickets in the female child should 
be promptly and vigorously treated 
with cod liver oil, sunshine and 
such protective foods as milk, eggs, 
fruits and vegetables, 

It should be borne in mind that 
while the correction of such rachitic 
deformities as are seén in the arms 
and legs of a rachitic. echild—one 
afflicted with rickets—is relatively 
easy, the complete correction of 
pelvic deformities due to rickets 
more difficult and more rare.
